FAIRFAX HARRISON 


In the death of Mr. Fairfax Harrison, the editors of the 
Quarterly have been deprived of a personal friend and students 
of Virginia history have lost an ardent champion. When the 
Second Series of the Quarterly was begun, Mr. Harrison was 
one of the first to send his encouragement and good wishes. For 
a busy man of affairs to manifest such an interest and to continue 
it for seventeen years in a sympathetic, but never perfunctory, 
manner was evidence of his deep devotion to the advancement 
of historical pursuits. At times he prepared contributions for 
the Quarterly, a good example of which was his “Northern Neck 
Maps, 1735-1747” which appeared in the January number of the 
Quarterly for 1924. Frequently, when he heard of a rare manu- 
script which could not be purchased, he would send a photostatic 
copy of it to the College Library. It is well known that Mr. 
Harrison originated the Virginia Historical Index. It was his 
conviction that an exhaustive analysis of a group of carefully 
selected volumes filled with source information concerning the 
history of Virginia would be of permanent value in stimulating 
the study of Virginia life. He selected the one hundred and twenty 
volumes to be indexed. At times, in the midst of the financial 
depression, when the difficulties in editing the Index made it seem 
impossible to complete the work without too great an expenditure, 
he stood by it courageously and always with cheerful words of 
encouragement. It was his hope, also, that by the publication of 
this Virginia index, other states might be led to prepare similar 
analyses of their valuable historical publications. The following 
list of his works shows the extent of the literary by-products of a 
life that was devoted in the main to professional and business 
pursuits. 

One characteristic with which all of his friends were familiar 
and which they regretted, was his extreme reluctance to publish 
his books in editions large enough to meet the demands of stu- 
dents and libraries. Most of the volumes in the following list are 
not so widely known as they should be because they were never 
allowed to be placed on sale. Such a work as his Landmarks of 
Old Prince Wiliam marked a new era in the treatment of local 
history, not only in Virginia, but throughout the United States. 
He dignified focal history by his scholarly and comprehensive 
view of it. He made it much more than a chronicle of the un- 
varying events in the life of a village or of a group of planters; 
it became, under his hands, a social and economic study of the 
first importance. So, also, in his genealogical works. Not con- 
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tent with the presentation of pedigrees, he included biographies 
and observations on the daily business and domestic life of the 
different representatives of the family he discussed. Such gen- 
ealogies are as important to the student as Bruce’s Economic His- 
tory of Virginia in the Seventeenth Century. There is nothing 
quite like his books on horses; in the preparation of these several 
volumes he exhausted all the manuscript and printed resources on 
the subject. Perhaps no single topic in American life has been 
so zealously and completely depicted. Here is a subject that 
entered into the daily life of men as no other in America for three 
hundred years, left in as final a form as possible. Mr. Harrison’s 
historical judgment was sound and impartial. The influence of 
his terse and picturesque style, and of his faithful and unbiassed 
interpretation of events will remain with all seekers of the truth in 
history.
